‘Garden Angel’ brings

I t looks a lot like Christmas at the James 
Clark School, thanks to “Garden Angel” 
Richard Stepanik. 

During the Thanksgiving break, Stepanik 
planted and decorated Fraser fir Christmas 
trees and positioned handmade birch rein¬ 
deer — all with red noses — at all entrances. 
He wrapped the white columns at the main 
entrance with red velvet ribbons and placed 
decorated pots near the doors. He hung 
wreaths with red bows on the school’s large 
white sign, railings, and staff parking signs. 

Principal Shelley Russell said the effect 
was “spectacular.” Students were surprised 
— excited — to see the decorations upon 
returning to school. So were the staff. One 
elated teacher called the Christmas decora¬ 
tions “awesome” when she saw them. 

“Kids loved the poles that resembled 
candy canes as well as the festive Christmas 
trees. Some were convinced that at least one 
reindeer was Rudolph,” said Russell. 

The decorations are among many proj¬ 
ects Stepanik has undertaken to make the 
school look more inviting at holidays and 
throughout the year. 

While many parents join the PTO to sup¬ 
port local education, you won’t catch Ste¬ 
panik at a meeting. 

“That’s not my thing,” said Stepanik, an 
Agawam farmer and native who began do¬ 
ing projects at the school about five years 
ago. 

It all started when he brought his son to 
his first day of school and noticed the main

Council shifts 
burden on to 
businesses 

Homeowners face smaller 
hikes with new rate shift

After several “shifts” in the conversation, 
the Agawam City Council Monday night nar¬ 
rowly passed a tax shift of 1.52, a larger split 
than the current 1.48. The change means 
relatively lower tax rates for residents and 
higher rates for business property owners. 

Under the new shift, homeowners in Aga¬ 
wam will see tax rates of $16.18 per $1,000 
valuation, while commercial and industrial 
properties will be taxed at $29.98 per $1,000. 
According to Town Assessor Kevin Baldini, 
the average home, valued at $212,400, will 
see a tax increase of $145. Small businesses 
on property valued under $500,000, will see 
increases averaging about $514. Large com¬ 
mercial and industrial properties values 
over $500,000, will see an average increase 
of about $3,373. 

Baldini and Mayor Richard Cohen rec¬ 
ommended a tax shift of 1.50, but the ma¬ 
jority of the City Council members wanted 
to go farther in one direction or the other. 

Baldini said Agawam has lost $15 mil¬ 
lion in taxable assets during the past year. 
He said the main losses stemmed from 
property owned by Eversource Energy that 
dropped in value, and two large industrial 
properties that became state-sanctioned 
factories and no pay property taxes. 

“They fall under an excise tax from the 
state,” said Baldini. 

With the loss in taxable property along 
with an increase in the budget, it created a 
“perfect storm,” as Councilor Gina Letellier 
described it, resulting in large increases for 
the taxpayers. 

“No matter which way this goes,” said 
Councilor Joseph Mineo, “taxes are going 
up.”

New clerk won’t be hired by Jan. 

Mayor working on 1st Job description as 
Theroux plans exit after 33 years

Mayor Richard Cohen said this 
week he is starting the process 
to replace outgoing Town Clerk 
Richard Theroux, who will take a 
job in the private sector and join 
the Agawam City Council in Janu¬ 
ary. 

Cohen, who is the appointing 
authority for Town Hall depart¬ 
ment heads, said the new clerk 
will have to be someone who he 
can trust to handle the town’s 
most sensitive records and move 
the department into the future. 

“Under Richard’s time as town 
clerk, the office has been run very 


well,” said Cohen. “He has evolved 
with different changes that have 
been thrown his way. We need our 
next town clerk to do the same.” 

Theroux has been town clerk 
since 1983. Cohen says he has not 
established a formal timeline to 
name Theroux’s successor, but 
said it is safe to say a replacement 
will not be named before Theroux 
leaves the position in January. 

“Currently, I believe Richard 
will be finished when he is sworn 
in to the City Council,” said Co¬ 
hen. “At that point, I envision that 
Margaret [McCarthy] and the rest 
of the staff will run the depart-

School officials from Granby, Mass., 
were in town this week to ask about Ste¬ 
ven Lemanski. They want to know if the 
Agawam High School principal 
is the right candidate to take 
over as superintendent in their 
town. 

Lemanski was named as one 
of three finalists for the job on 
Nov. 23. The School Committee 
in Granby hopes to make a de¬ 
cision at its Dec. 17 meeting. If 
they choose to offer him the job, 

Lemanski said this week, he’ll 
face a difficult decision. 

“I love Agawam, I really do,” 
he said. “I have a wonderful 
school here.... It would be very difficult for 
me to leave the school.” 

Lemanski, a South Hadley resident and 
native of Chicopee, has been at AHS since 
2004, when he was hired as assistant prin¬ 
cipal. He took the top job in 2007, and said 


he’s proud of the school culture and envi¬ 
ronment he’s been able to craft over the 
past eight years. He estimated that he’s 
been involved in hiring more than half the 
staff at AHS. 

On the other hand, he said, his career 
goal is to become a superinten¬ 
dent. He holds a state certifica¬ 
tion to work as a superintendent 
and a master of educational ad¬ 
ministration degree. Though he 
has not been applying to every 
opening — Granby is the only 
district where he is currently a 
candidate — he has been keep¬ 
ing his eye open for opportuni¬ 
ties close by. He was a finalist in 
South Hadley, the town where 
he lives, in 2012. 

“I’ve been very selective as 
far as school districts I’ve been looking 
at,” Lemanski said. Granby, he added, is “a 
smaller school district, it’s a little closer to 
my home. It’s a place where I think I can 
work and do a good job with.” 

Lemanski grew up in Chicopee and 


was a recreation supervisor for the state 
Department of Youth Services 1985-1995, 
a health and physical education teacher 
in the Chicopee public schools 1995-96; 
mediation coordinator in Chicopee High 
School 1997-98; department supervisor 
at Chicopee Comprehensive High School 
1998-2001 and 2003-2004; and athletic di¬ 
rector for Chicopee schools 2001-2003, be¬ 
fore coming to Agawam. He is a graduate of 
Chicopee High School, Springfield College 
and UMass-Amherst, where he attained his 
master’s degree. 

The other two finalists in Granby are 
Jennifer Chapin, a principal in the Hatfield 
schools and a resident of Wilbraham; and 
Sheryl Stanton, assistant superintendent in 
Southbridge, a former principal in Ludlow, 
and a resident of Somers, Conn. All three fi¬ 
nalists have master’s degrees; Stanton, un¬ 
like the other two, is enrolled in a doctorate 
program.

12 Scams of Christmas

On the twelfth day of Christmas, 
The scammers gave to me: 
Twelve malware e-cards, 

Eleven stranded grandkids. 

Ten counterfeit gifts. 

Nine pickpockets. 

Eight stolen gift cards. 

Seven fake coupons. 

Six Santa scammers. 

Five fake charities. 

Four bogus websites. 

Three travel scams. 

Two phony loves. 

And a totallyfictitious puppy 


I t may seem the good folks over at the Better Busi¬ 
ness Bureau are poking fun at holiday scams, 
and while we got a little chuckle from their 21st 
century rendition of “The Twelve Days of Christmas” 
(written just a couple years ago), we think the BBB’s 
good humor offers a timely warning to readers that 
not everyone has “good will toward men” this time of 
year. 

If you’re trying to get to the end of your holiday 
shopping list, don’t let a hasty keystroke or hurried 
purchase ruin your holiday. There are scammers lurk¬ 
ing, waiting to take advantage of stressed out shop¬ 
pers. Be alert and take heed to anything that seems 
suspicious. 

A good word of advice: If you didn’t enter a lottery, 
you can’t win it. Never give out personal information 
over the Internet. Law enforcement will never ask 
for money during an investigation. If it seems “iffy,” 
or too good to be true, contact the Agawam police at 
413-786-4767 or the Massachusetts Attorney Gener¬ 
al’s Office at 617-727-8400. 

Also, in the hyped up electronic world, e-cards 
may be filling your inbox right about now, but they 
don’t always bring “good tidings of great joy.” One 
click could give your computer a nasty virus or mal¬ 
ware. 

The “stranded grandkids” scam is also alive and 
well. In this particular scam, crooks pose as law en¬ 
forcement and claim a family member has been de¬ 
tained. The crooks ask for bail money to release the 
relative. This scam often targets seniors. Scammers 
prey on the emotions of their victims, hoping hasty 
decisions are made before a victim has time to review 
the situation. 

If you are expecting a package delivery, chances 
are, so is a thief. Most delivery services provide track¬ 
ing numbers and will text or email notifications on 
the status of a package, including delivery. If you 
didn’t get the goods, contact the store immediately. 
Another good tip — always request a signature con¬ 
firmation upon delivery. This way, the package will 
not be left unattended. 

Recognizing being involved in a scam is not as 
obvious as it may seem. But should a resident feel 
they’ve been contacted by a scammer, they can re¬ 
port scams to local police or the attorney general. To 
check if a company or charity is legitimate, visit the 
Better Business Bureau at www.bbb.org.

Christmas season made easy with pork

Cafe Pork 

1 whole pork tenderloin (about 3/4 lb.) 

1 tsp. minced garlic 

3/4 C. sliced fresh carrots 

1/2 C. diced tomatoes, fresh or canned 

1 tsp. dried basil 

1/2 tsp. dried oregano 

1 T. brown gravy mix 

1 C. dry white wine 

1 T. cornstarch 

Cut tenderloin into 1 1/2 to 2 inch cubes and 
place in a 2 1/2 qt. slow cooker. Add garlic, car¬ 
rots, and tomatoes. Sprinkle with basil, oregano, 
and gravy mix. In a medium prep bowl, whisk 
wine and cornstarch and pour over ingredients. 
Toss ingredients, cover and cook on low for 7-8 


Combine flour, salt, and garlic powder in a pie 
plate and dredge the chops in flour mixture. Dis¬ 
card excess flour. Heat oil on med-high in a 10” 
skillet and sear chops on both sides. Place chops 
in a 2 1/2 qt. slow cooker. Pour soup over chops, 
cover and cook on low for 3 1/2-4 hours. NOTES: 
It is not recommended that you use pork chops 
with the bone in for this recipe. 1 usually use low 
sodium/low fat soup for this recipe. Don’t discard 
the remaining soup as makes a wonderful base 
for ‘Leftover Soup’ (recipe on my website: www. 
AnnsTableForTwo.com).

entrance’s “poor” landscaping. 

“I was shocked. The walkway bushes 
were overgrown and the beds needed weed¬ 
ing. The place looked like a mess,” recalled 
Stepanik. 

He spoke with Russell — who had just 
started as principal — and volunteered to 
replace the bushes. She accepted his offer, 
and then called the DPW to ask them to 
remove the old bushes so Stepanik could 
plant new ones. 

Since then, Stepanik 
has made it an ongoing 
effort to ensure that the 
school’s grounds look 
their best year-round. 

And his work isn’t lim¬ 
ited to decorating and 
landscaping. He’s also 
refurbished and repaint¬ 
ed the school’s signs, re¬ 
painted the flagpole and 
flxed a broken basketball 
hoop. 

Russell said Stepanik often will call her 
to ask if she needs anything done. 

“If I don’t have anything, he will make 
suggestions. Richard will do anything and 
everything we ask him to do,” she added.

Welcoming atmosphere 

Russell said Stepanik has created such a 
welcoming atmosphere at the school that 
visitors and parents frequently compliment 
her on how “beautiful” the grounds look. 

“Richard is thrilled when he hears that 
people enjoy his work,” she said. 

Stepanik also works collaboratively with 
the DPW to make improvements. Noticing 
large branches from two dying trees in a 
school held, Stepanik spoke to the DPW. 

“I urged them to remove the trees. They 
were a hazard. The branches were a danger 
to kids who played in the held,” he said. 

After the trees were removed, Stepanik 
contacted a friend who ground the stumps 
at no charge. Stepanik then planted several 
smaller trees he got donated. 

Stepanik does most of the work himself, 
but he’s asked local businesses for services 


or materials. Among them are Dale Boglish 
Nursery, P &: S Tree Service, Rocky’s Hard¬ 
ware, Home Depot, Lowe’s, Clark Paint, 
Sherwin-Williams Paint and Moren Signs. 

“I’m not shy about asking for donations. 
Shelley will often write letters for me, too. 
When they understand it’s for the school, 
they’re usually willing to help. It’s not about 
me — it’s for the kids. I want them to have a 
nice looking school,” said Stepanik. 

Stepanik has been recognized with an 
Agawam Education As¬ 
sociation Friends of 
Education award and re¬ 
ceived a plaque from the 
PTO. His biggest reward, 
however, is the “stacks” 
of thank-you cards and 
letters from students, 
who rarely see Stepanik. 

He spends about 40 
to 50 hours a year at the 
school sprucing up the 
grounds, planting flow¬ 
ers, mulching the shrub 
beds and decorating at holidays. He always 
works when students aren’t at school. Dur¬ 
ing the school year, he comes on weekends 
or shows up at 6 a.m. to water flowers. 

“I want to be respectful of students,” he 
said. “I don’t want to be a distraction or a 
disruption if they look out the window and 
see me working.” 

Russell said while the staff feels fortu¬ 
nate that Stepanik devotes so much time to 
their school, his work does more than just 
make the school look nice. 

“It helps students and staff take more 
pride in their school,” she said. “They have 
a beautiful welcoming building to come 
into every day. And when he changes deco¬ 
rations with the seasons, everyone com¬ 
ments.” 

Even though his son has graduated to 
Doering School, Stepanik plans to con¬ 
tinue volunteering at Clark: “As long as the 
kids and staff continue to enjoy it. I’ll keep 
doing the work,” he said. 

“Richard is our ‘Garden Angel,’” said 
Russell. “He comes at night and works his 
magic. We’re lucky to have him. We hope 
his magic lasts for years to come.”

Council President Christopher John¬ 
son was among a few who favored retain¬ 
ing the tax shift at 1.48, which would have 
lessened the increase for businesses while 
only slightly increasing more for residents. 
Councilor Cecilia Calabrese proposed a 
1.49 shift. 

“I just cannot see us being business- 
friendly when the tax increase for busi¬ 
nesses is four to five times higher than the 
residential increase,” said Johnson. 

Councilors Robert Rossi and Gina Le- 
tellier were among those who supported a 
tax shift above 1.50. 

Rossi said he wanted to see a 1.55 shift 
to lessen the increase for residents. He said 
businesses have more of an opportunity to 
recuperate from a larger tax bill than a resi¬ 
dent on a fixed income. 

“We have a lot of people who are retired 
and do not see increases in their Social Se¬ 
curity,” said Rossi. “I think we really need to 
think about our residents.” 

Letellier agreed, saying she was not in 
favor of 1.55, but supported a shift slightly 
higher than the 1.50 recommended by the 
mayor. 

Only two people from the public spoke 
about the tax factor. West of the River 
Chamber of Commerce Chairman John 
Weiss and V&F Auto owner Frank Palange 
both requested a lower shift to favor busi¬ 
nesses. 

Weiss chided the town government for 


having such a residential-friendly tax shift. 

“We have businesses that make up about 
25 percent of property owners paying 39 
percent of the tax levy,” he said. “Then there 
is residents, who make up about 75 percent 
of property owners, but only contributing 
about 61 percent of the tax levy. It’s not 
fair.” 

After a lengthy discussion. Councilor 
George Bitzas went back to the 1.50 tax 
shift, saying it was in the middle of the vari¬ 
ous proposals posed by councilors during 
the meeting. 

But it was Letellier who finally made 
a formal motion to adopt a 1.52 shift. The 
proposal passed by a narrow 6-5 vote. 

Councilors Mineo, Cavallo, Letellier, 
Rossi, and Donald Rheault all voted for the 
shift, with Bitzas, Calabrese, James Cichet- 
ti, Johnson, and Dennis Perry against it. In 
the roll call vote. Councilor Anthony Suf- 
friti was the final and deciding vote in favor 
of the new shift. 

Cohen commented on Tuesday morn¬ 
ing, saying the council is the body that 
decides the tax shift, but he believes the 
council placed an extra burden on the busi¬ 
nesses in town. 

“I believe their shift will place a great 
burden on our businesses,” said Cohen. 
“When I look at making a recommendation 
for the tax shift, it is after much thought 
and I try to do what I believe is the most 
equitable.”

merit in the interim with oversight from myself and the 
Personnel Department.” 

McCarthy, the assistant town clerk, has already taken 
on one of the job’s main responsibilities. With Theroux on 
the ballot as a council candidate, she ran the town election 
in November. 

Cohen said he has been working on the job description 
with input from the clerk’s office about the responsibilities 
of the department head. He is hopeful the description will 
be completed soon and then posted internally. Theroux 
was hired before job descriptions were formally part of the 
application process, so no description actually existed for 
the town clerk position. 

“I have to take the job description and review with our 
Personnel Department and the with labor counsel to make 
sure it is legal,” said Cohen. “Then I will post it internally for 
candidates, then post it externally.” 

Cohen said he will take as much time as needed to find 
“the right person” person to be the town clerk, regardless of 
Theroux’s impending retirement. 

“I’m not going to say I will have someone ready to 
go when Richard retires,” said Cohen. “I want to make 
sure the town hires the right person for the job. We 
are losing someone who is a wealth of knowledge in 
Richard. He is going to be very difficult to replace.” 
Cohen also stopped short of saying what the starting sal¬ 
ary would be for the new clerk. In the adopted fiscal 2016 
budget, Theroux’s salary is listed at $100,195. 

“I’m not going to comment on any type of a salary 
range,” said Cohen. “That is something that will be negoti¬ 
ated with the person that is chosen for the position.” 

This will be the second replacement of a 30-year veteran 
department head Cohen has made in the space of a year. 
Town Planner Deborah Dachos stepped down in February 
after serving the town for more than 33 years.

“He has a really long resume 
and he was very involved with 
the community here,” said Strat¬ 
ton.

AGAWAM - When the Agawam boys 
basketball team lost Tyler Desrosiers two 
years ago, they lost a 1,500-point scorer that 
anchored their offense and led the Brown¬ 
ies to two straight playoff appearances.

eight years with the Chicago Bears, playing 
for great coach George Halas, and playing 
with a number of famous Bears, including 
Dick Butkus, Gale Sayers, and Mike Ditka. 

Unlike now where there is a specialist 
for almost every position, Leclerc played 
multiple positions in the field for the 
Bears. He played center, defensive tackle, 
defensive end, linebacker, and even was a 
kicker for the team. 

According to the Leclercs, Roger holds 
several Bears records to this day, including 
kicking five field goals in a game in 1961, 
going 52-for-52 in extra points in 1965, 
and winning the Dwight D. Eisenhower 
Outstanding Player Award in 21st annual 
Armed Forces Benefit All-Star Game in 


1966. He was also part of the NFL World
